The federal census of 1910 show­ 
ed a substantial increase In the to­ 
tal population of the state. 
This in­ 
crease, however, was not uniform 
but was due largely to a gain In the 
population of cities and towns. Many 
country districts actually lost^n pop­ 
ulation and others made but slight 
gains. 
Nineteen counties, mostly de­ 
voted to farming, declined in total 
population and twenty-nine in rural 
population. 
Meanwhile the city of 
Kenosha, largely devoted to manu­ 
facturing, doubled In numbers and 
the city of Milwaukee, the chief in­ 
dustrial center of Wisconsin, increas­ 
ed more In population than all the 
rural districts of the state combined. 
But the city ward drift of population 
is not confined to Wisconsin or any 
particular section of the country. It 
is nation wide and is due to numer­ 
ous and complex causes. 
Some 
of 
these represent social progress hut 
others Indicate the existence of ser­ 
ious defects in tbe economic and so­ 
cial conditions of country life. 
So far as It Is within our power 
therefore, steps should be taken to 
aid people who live in the country to 
improve 
their 
business 
methods, 
their systems of marketing and their 
credit facilities— in short, their gen­ 
eral economic and social condition. 
The legislature of IOU took this 
matter up lu a very commendable 
wav. 
It created the state board of 
public affairs and directed it to make 
an investigation of co-operation and 
marketing. This work bas been done. 
Among other things it covers co-oper­ 
ative buying and selling and co-oper­ 
ative crediL 
Co-operative marketing is not new 
in Wisconsin. Its history is part of 
the industrial history of the state.. 
With us it has teen a group move­ 
ment, not a centraMzed co-ordinate 
undertaking; and the success or fail­ 
ure of each group has depended al­ 
most entirely upon the initiative, re- 
sourcefulnesa and business ability of 
the members them self a.

contentment and plenty. 
Economic pressure in Europe forc­ 
ed men to unite, to master the fun­ 
damental principles of mutual help­ 
fulness and to adopt sound business 
and accouunting methods.
